There ars, for exanple, numerous volumes of the works of Sarx, “nzels, 
and Lenin. Another place where the nev archives aoparently aro superior to 
the old is in its collection of Communist Underground literature. If one is 
osnacially interested in the history jt she Communist movement, the dest 
source of supply is no doubt to be found in the new archives.

a document collection numbering about 6,000, and 9 pictorial cxllection of
